4. With regard to Independent Claims 1 and 2, the Applicant has sufficiently 
amended and defined a method including forming a safety sign via forming an EL 
lighting surface into a chosen pattern, and attaching the safety sign to one or more 
vehicles. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the combination of structural limitations 
claimed therein, specifically to driving at least two of the vehicles having the safety 
signs, wherein the formation of the vehicles provides that at least two of the vehicles are 
at least partially laterally offset from one another with respect to a direction of travel.
